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CR. GINIFER RESPONSIBLE 
FOR NEW LEGISLATION 


Elected to State Parliament only last October, Cr. 
J. J. Ginifer, MP, is already responsible for legislation © 


introduced to the House. 


As a direct result of his maiden speech 
made towards the end of last October in 
the Legislative Assembly, amending legis- 
lation was introduced in February of this 


year. 


f 


Cr. Ginifer has been able to obtain amendments 
relating to long service leave entitlements for public 
servants, teachers, police and other government em- 


ployees. 


In his maiden speech Cr. Gini- 
fer pointed out several anoma- 
lies which existed when teachers 
were elected to parliament (Cr. 
Ginifer was a teacher prior to 
his election in October as rep- 
resentative for the electorate of 
Grant). 


He drew attention to the fact 
that if a member of the teaching 
service who has accrued long 
service leave entitlements re- 
signed, he could not receive a 
Jump sum payment in lieu of 
the leave he could have taken. 
In industry an employee is en- 





titled to a lump sum payment. 


The security of superannua- 
tion is also taken away from a 
teacher entering parliament. On 
his election he loses all super- 
annuation rights and does not 
come under the Parliamentary 
Pensions Fund until he“has been 
a member for eight years. 


During the second reading of 
the Bill which will enable pay- 
ment in lieu of long service leave 
resignation or -dismissal the 
Premier (Sir Henry Bolte) said 
the Member for Grant (Cr. Gini- 
fer) was responsible for direct- 
ing this matter to the attention 
of the Government. 


The Premier said he. presen- 
ted the measure to the House 
with an apology. It could have 
been enacted earlier. 


He repeated that his attention 
was first digected to the matter 
by Cr. Ginifer in his maiden 
speech. 


However, as the legislation ‘is 
not retrospective Cr. Ginifer will 
derive no benefit. 2 

Mr. Bolte suggested the Gov- 
ernment could extend the princi- 
pal embodied in. this Bill to 
superannuation. 


He said it is apparent that at 
present a public servant or an 
officer of any Government in- 
strumentality is, because of ,re- 
strictive legislation, almost de- 
barred from standing as a can- 
didate for Parliament. 


During the debate of the Bill 
Cr. Ginifer expréssed his plea- 
sure at being given the oppor- 
tunity to speak because the legis- 
lation would be amending long 
service leave provisions for 
teachers, public servants, police, 
and mental health employees, 
and similar provisions will prob- 
ably be made for railway, fire 
brigades and Country Fire 
Authority employees. 


He said it was four months 
since his maiden speech when 
he drew attention to what he 
considered restrictive legislation 
as-far as members of the 
teaching service were concerned. 
Although- he referred specifically 
to the teaching service, Cr. Gini- 
fer said his remarks applied to 
other persons employed in the 
government service. 


The fact. that the amending 
legislation will not be retrospec- 








tive is regarded by Cr. Ginifer 
as a reasonable provision. 


He said: “When I entered this 
political arena, I knew the rules 
and I was happy to abide by 
them. Having been elected to 
Parliament, I felt that it was my 
duty to direct attention to any 
anomalies which existed.” 


In conclusion, Cr.  Ginifer 
said: “I am delighted that this 
Bill has been introduced only 
four months after I referred to 
the need for amending legisla- 
tion. Within four months, the 
Government's thoughts have cry- 
stallised into the introduction of 
his Bill, which will eliminate 
the restrictive provision effect- 
ing persons in the Government 
service.”

Entitlement for enrolment on 
the council rolls has been ex- 
tend by amendment to the Local 
Government Act. 

All husband and wife occupiers 


-of the same property are now 


BOTH entitled to enrolment on 
the municipal roll. 

_If previously the husband only 
was enrolled, the wife is now 
entitled to apply for enrolment. 
(This also applies in reverse—if 
the wife only was enrclled the 
husband may apply.) 

Where more than one couple 
occupy a property, up to three 
tenants and their wives (or hus- 
bands) may be included on the 
roll. 

However, inclusion on the roll 
is not automatic. 

Wives (or husbands, as the 
case may be) must lodge an ap- 
plication in writing at the civic 


offices.
